| A Year is that ſpace of rime wherein the 

Sun runs his perambulartion through 
the rwelve Signs of rhe Zodiack, conraining 
12 Solar monerths, 13 Lunar, 52 weeks, 365 
days, 6 hours, and 6 minutes, Which 6 hours 
in four years ſpace being added rogerher, 
make one day, Which we commonly call Bif- 
ſextile, or Leap-year, and is added ro the Ka- 
lendar cn the 25 of February, making that 
monerth every fourth year 29 days long, 
which at other rimes is bur 28. This account 
was thus named by Fulius Ceſar, the firſt Ro« 
man Emperor, who reduced the year to a 
berter method than before, and from him ir 
was called the Fulzan Account, yer ſtill the fix 
minutes remained un-numbred , which in 
tract of time areſe to ſome dayes, and there- 
fore Gregory Pope of Rome ro make rhe year 
exactly anſwerable ro the Suns diurnal 
courſe, caſting up the days which thoſe min- 
uces amounted unto, placed his Feftivals
